A CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 


Trouble Feared at the City Election in 
Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 6.—[Special.] 
Trouble is feared at the city election which is 
to be held tomorrow inthis city under the 
amended charter granted by the last state 
legislature. Some of the hot-heaaed repub- 
licans are sore and mad because the courts 
have refused to grant injunctions restraining 
the election from being held under 
what are known as the Dortch and 
registration election laws of the last legislature 
and they have insisted that the sheriff hold the 
election. The sheriff isa republican and it is 
hinted strongly that if he should hold the 
election, he would hold it under the old law 
which allowed everybody to vote under the 
general legal restrictions, and would not in- 
sist ona strict regard for the provisions of 
either the Dortch or the election laws. 

WHAT THE SHERIFF SAYS8.5 

The sheriff said to your correspondent to 
night that he proposed to hold the election, 
having been requested to do so bythe city 
council and he declined to say under what law 
he would do it. The new charter of the city 
of Chattanooga statesin explicit terms that 
the judges and clerks shall hold the election 
and that there are to be appointed by the 
mayor and the mayer given the authority 
of advertising the election and of naming the 
voting precincts, the democrats will insist on 
the operation of this regulation, embraced in 
section 2, chapter 29, of the published acts of 
Tennessee, and they will insist that the elec- 
tion be held thereunder.

The Reballots in France Against General 
Boulanger. 

Paris, October 6. —Re-ballots were taken to- 
day in the districts in which the recent elec 
tion for members of the chamber of deputies 
were without result. The weather was fine 
and hosts of electors presented themselves at 
the polls. Votingin Paris proceeded in per- 
fect quietness, there being no incident worthy 
of mention The followers of Boulanger are 
deserting. LaGuerre and other former Bou- 
langists, have ceased to mention the general’s 
name, styling themselvesonly revisionists. 
It is estimated that two-thirds of the 183 con- 
stituences which balloted today have gone re- 
publican. The conservatives calculate upon 
the return of two of thoir candidates in Paris. 
All members of the national committee will 
confer with Boulanger in London next Tues- 
day, prior to his departure to the Isle of 
Jersey.

Turquet, Boulangist 4,577.

He Informs the Committee That He Will 
Not Run the Race. 

JACKSON, Miss., October 6.—[Special.]—

undoubted authority that General James R. 
Chalmers, lately nominated by the republi- 
cans for governor, has written a letter to the 
state republican executive committee retiring 
from the race.

BLESSING OR CURSE? 


WHICH WILL THE NEXT WORLD’S 
| FAIR PROVE? 


TALMAGE AT THE TABERNACLE 


The Doctor Preaches to a Large Congrega 
tion—He Announces His Intention to 
Visit the Holy Land Shortly. 


Brooxtrn, October 6.—[Special.]—After 
announcing his subject Dr. Talmage said: 
“With the hearty consent of the elders and tras- 
tees of this church, I leave on Wednesday, 
October 30th, on tho ‘City of Paris,’ for the 
Holy Land, Palestine, to be gone about two 
months. I am sure all my congregation will 
unite with the officers in giving their consent 
when I tell you why I go. First, my object is 
educational to myself and congregation. I 
want to see the places asscciated with our 
Lord’s iife and death. I believe I can make 
my pulpit work far more efficient when I have 
seen with my own eyes Bethlehem and Naz- 
areth and Jerusalem and Calvary, and all the 
other places connected with the Saviour’s 
ministry. Those places cannot be visited 
healthfully in the summer and in time of 
usual vacation. What I learn and see, you 
will learn and see when I come back. My 
second reason for going is that I am writing 
the life of Christ, and I can be more accurate 
and graphic when I have been an eye-witness 
of the sacred place.’’ 

The doctor then took as his text: ‘The com- 
ing world’s fair, shall it be made a blessing or 
acurse?’? His text was Ezekiel xxvii, 12: 
‘*They traded in thy fairs.’”’ He said: 

Fairs may be for the sale of goods or for the 
exibition of goods on asmall scale or a large 
scale, for county or city, for one nation or for 
all nations. My text hrings us to the fairs of 
ancient Tyre, a city that is now extinct. Part 
of the city was on an island, and part on the 
mainland. Alexander, the conqueror, was 
rauch embarrassed when he found so much of 
the city was on an island,for he had 
no ships. But his military genius 
was not to be balked. Having marched his 
army to the beach, he ordered them to tear up 
the city on the mainland and throw it into the 
water and build a causeway two hundred feet 
wide to the island. So they took that part of 
the city which was on the mainland and with 
it built a causeway of timber and brick and 
stone, on which his army marched tothe cap- 
ture of that part of the city which 
was on the island, as though a 
hostile army should put Brooklyn into the 
East river and over it march to the capture of 
New York. That Tyrean causeway of ruins 
which Alexander’s army built, is still there, 
and by alluvial deposits has permanently 
united the island to the mainland, so 
that it is no longer an island, but a 
promontory. The sand, the greatest of all 
undertakers for burying cities, having covered 
up for the most part Baalbec and Palmyra and 
Thebes and Memphis and Carthage and Baby- 
lon and Luxor and Jericho, the sand, so small 
and yet so mighty, is now gradually giving 
rites of sepulture to what was left of Tyre. 
But, oh, what a magnificent city it once was. 
Mistress of the sea! Queen of international 
commerce! All nations casting her crowns at 
her feet! Whére we have in our sailing vessels 
benches of wood, she had benches of ivory. 
Where we have for our masts of ships sails of 
coarse canvas, She had sails of richest em 
broidery. 

The chapter from which my text is taken 
after enumerating the richest countries in all 
the world says of Tyre: ‘They traded in thy 
fairs.” Look in upona world’s fair at Tyre, 
Ezekiel leads us through one department and 
it is a horse fair. Under fed and over driven 
for ages, the horses of today give you no idea 
of the splendid animals which, rearing and 
pe and snorting and neighing, were 

rought down over the plank of the ships and 
led into the world’s fair at Tyre until Ezekiel, 
who was a minister of religion and not sup- 
posed to know much about horses, cried out in 
admiration: ‘They of the house of Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses.’’ Here in an- 
other department of that world’s fair at Tyre, 
led on by Ezekiel the prophet, we find every- 
thing all ablaze with precious stones. 
Like petrified suow are the corals; like frag- 
ments of fallen sky are the sapphires; and here 
is agate a-blush with all colors. What is that 
aroma weinhale? It is from chests of cedar 
which we open, and find them filled with all 
styles of fabric. But the aromatics increase as 
we pass down this lane of enchantment, and 
here are cassia and frankincense and balm. 
Led on by Ezekiel, the prophet, we come to 
an agricultural fair with a display of wheat 
from Minnith and Pannag, rich as that of our 
modern Dakota or Michigan. And here is a 
mineralogical fair, with specimens of iron and 
silver and tin and lead and gold. But halt, 
for here is purple, Tyrian purple, all tints and 
shades, deep almost unto the black and bright 
almost untothe blue; waiting for kings and 
queens to order it made into robes for 
coronation day; purple not like that 
which is now made from the vurchilla weed 
but the extinct purple, the lost purple, which 
the ancients knew how to make out of the 
RN pe mollusks of the Mediterranean, 

h, look at those casks of wine from Helbon! 
See those snow banks of . Wool from the back 
of sheep that once a in Gilead. Oh, 
the bewildering riches and variety of that 
world’s fair at Tyre! 

But the world has copied these Bible men- 
tioned fairs in all succeeding ages, and it has 
had its Louis the Sixth fair at Dagobert, 
and Henry the First fair on St. 
Bartholomew’s day, and Hungarian fairs 
at Pesth, and Easter fairs at 
Leipsic, and the Scotch fairs at Perth, (bright 
was the day when I was at one of them), and 
afterward came the London world’s fair, and 
the.New York world’s fair, and the Vienna 
world’s fair, and the Parisian world’s fair, and 
it has been decided that, in Commemoration of 
the discovery of Americain 1492, there shall 
be he!d in this country in 1892 a world’s fair 
that,shalljeclipse all preceding national exposi- 
tions. I say, God speed the movement! Sure-— 
ly the event commemorated is worthy of all 
the architecture and music and 
pyrotechnics and elequent and  stu- 
pendous planning and monetary  ex- 
penditure and congressional appropriations 
which the most sanguine Christian patriot has 
ever dreamed of. Was any voyage that the 
world ever heard of crowned with such an ar- 
rival as that of Columbus and his men ?

Please ad- 
mit the fact that they are centers of 
intelligence and generosity and the 
mightiest atrons of architecture and 
sculpture and painting and music and reser- 
voirs of religious influence for all the conti- 
nent. It will be well for the country districts 
to cease talking against the cities, and it will 
be well for the city of one locality to stop talk- 
ing against the cities of other localities. New 
York will not get the world’s fair by depreciat- 
ing Chicago, and Chicago will not get the 
world’s fair by bombarding New York. 

Another suggestion concerning the coming 
exposition: Let not the materialistic and mon- 
etary idea overpower the moral and religious. 
During that exposition, the first time in all 
their lives, there will be thousands of 
people from other lands who will see 
a country without a state religion. Let us by 
an increased harmony or all denomina- 
tions of religion, impress other nationalities, 
as they come here that year, with the superior 
advautage of having all denominations equal 
in the sight of the government. All the 
rulers and chief men of Europe belong to the 
state religion, whatever it may be. Although 
our last two presidents have been Presbyte- 
rians, the previous one was an Episcopalian; 
and the two previous, Methodists; and going 
further back in that line of presidents, we 
find Martin Van Buren a Dutch Reformed; 
and Jobn Quincy Adams a Unitarian; anda 
man’s religion in this country is neither 
hindrance nor advantage in the matter of 
political elevation. All Europe needs that. 
All the world needs that. A man’s 
religion is something between  him- 
self and his God, and it must not, di- 
rectly or indirectly, be interfered with. 

Furthermore, during that exposition, Christ- 
ian civilization will confront barbarism. We 
shall as a nation have.a greater opportunity to 
make an evangelizing impression upon foreign 
nationalities than would otherwise be afforded 
us in a quarter of acentury. Let the churches 
of the city where the exposition is held be 
open every day, and prayers be offered and 
sermons preached and doxologies sung. In 
the less than three years betweén this and that 
world’s convocation, let us get a baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, sothat the six months of that 
worid’s fair shall be fifty Pentecosts in one, 
and instead of three thousand converted, as in 
the former Pentecost, hundreds of thousands 
will be converted.

“Parthians and Medes and _ Elamites,”’’ 
that is, people from the eastern countries; 
“Phrygia and Pamphylia,’”’ that is, the west- 
ern countries ; ‘‘Cyrene and strangers of Rome, 
Cretes and Arabians,’’ that is, the southern 
countries; but they were all moved by the 
mighty spectacle. Instead of the sixteen or 
eighteen tribes of people reported at that 
Pentecost, all the chief nations of Europe and 
Asia, North and South America, will 
represented at our world’s fair in 1892, and a 
pentecost here and then would mean the sal- 
vation of the round world. 

But, you say, we may have at that fair the 
people of all lands and all the machinery for 
gospelization, the religious printing presses 
and the churches, but all that would not make 
a Pentecust; we must have God. Well, you 
can have him. Has he not been graciously 
waiting? and nothing stauds in the way but 
our own unbelief and indolence and sin. May 
Godbreak down the barriers!g@The grandest 
opportunity for the  eyangelization of 
all nations since Jesus Christ died on the 
cross will be the world’s exposition of 
1892. God may takeus out of the harvest 
tield before that, but let it be known through- 
ont Christendom that that year, between May 
and November, will be the mountain of Chris- 
tian advantage, the Alpine and Himalayan 
height of opportunity overtopping all others 
for salvation. Instead of the slow process of 
having to send the gospel to other lands by our 
own American missionaries, who have difficult 
toil in acquiring the foreign language and then 
must contend with foreign prejudices, what a 
grand thing to have able and influential for- 
eigners converted during their visit in Amer- 
ica and then have them return to their native 
lands with the glorious tidings! Oh, for an 
overwhelming work of grace for the year 1892, 
that work beginning in the autumn of 1889! 

Another opportunity, if our public men see 
it, and it isthe duty of pulpit and printing 
press to help them to see it, will be the calling 
at that time and place of a graat peace con- 
gress for all nations. The conventions of rep- 
resentatives from the governments of North 
and South America, now at Washington, is 
only a type of what we may have on a vast 
and a world wide scale at the international ex- 
position in 1892. By one stroke the gorgon of 
war might be slain and buried so deep that 
neither trumpet of human dispute or the arch- 
angel’s blowing could ressurrect it. When 
the last Napoleon called such a congress of 
nations many did not respond, and those that 
did respond gathered wondering what trap 
that wily destroyer of the French repub- 
lic and the builger of a French monarchy 
might spring on them. But what if the most 

opular government on earth—I mean the 

nited States goverumegt—should practically 
say toall nations: On the American conti- 
nent, in 1892, we will hold a world’s fair, and 
all nations will send to it specimens of their 
products, their manufactures and their arts, 
and we invite all the governments of Europe, 
Asia and Africa to send representatives to a 
peace convention that shall be held at the 
same time niece, ape and that shall establish 
an international arbitration commission to 
whom shall be referred all controversies be- 
tween nation and nation, their decision to be 
final, and so all nations would be relieved from 
the expense of standing armies. and naval 
equipment, war having m made an éver- 
lasting impossibiiity. . 

All the nationsof the earth worth consid- 
eration would come to > mighty men of Eng- 
land and Germany and France and Russia and 
all the other great nationalities, Bismarck, 
who worships the Lord of Hosts, and Glad- 
stone, who worships the God of Peace, and 
Boulanger, who worships himself. The fact 
is, that the nations are sick of drinking out of 
chalices made out of human skulls and filled 
with blood. The United States government is 
the only government in the whole world that 
could successfully call such a congress, 1 
pose Franee should call it, Germany would 
not come; or should call it, France 
would not come: or Russia should call i 
Turkey would not come; or England shoul 
call it, nations jealons of 
her overshadowing power in Europe would 
not come, A ait nation - 

and al 


ies and palsies and yellow fevers and Asiatic 
choleras the work of killing them fast enough ? 
Do you not think that the greedy, wide open 
sta of the” grave ought to be satisfied 

{filled by natural causes with hundreds of 
thousands of corpses a year? Do you not 
think we can do something better with men 
than to dash their life out against casements 
blow them into fragments by torpedoes or send 
them out into the world, where they need all 
their faculties, footiess, armléss, eyeless? Do 
you not think that women might be appointed 
to an easier place than the edge of a grave 
trench to w ng their pale hands and weep out 
their eyesight in widowhood and childlessness ? 
Why, the last glory has gone out of war. 

There was a time when it demanded that 
quality which we all admire—namely, courage 
—for a man had to standat the hilt of his 
sword when the point pierced the foe,and while 
he wasslaying another the other might slay 
him ; or 1t was bayonet charge. But now it is 
cool and deliberate murder, and clear out at 
sea a bombshell can be hurled miles away into 
a city, or while thousands of private soldiers, 
who have nointerestin the contest, for they 
were conscripted, are losing their lives, their 
general may.sit smoking one of the best Ha- 
vana cigar after adinner of quail on toast. It 
may be well enough for graduating students of 
colleges on commencement day to orate about 
the poetry of war, but do not talk about the 
poetry of war to the men of the federal or con- 
federate armies who were at the front, or to 
some of us who, as members of the Christian 
commission, eaw the ghastly hospitals 
at Antietam and Hagerstown. Ah! you may 
worship the Lord of Hosts, I worship the 
“God of Peace, who brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus Christ, that great shep- 
herd of the sheep,” 

War is an accursed monster and it was born 
in the lowest cavern of perdition, and I pray 
that it may speedily descend to the place from 
which it arose, its last sword and shield and 
musket rattling on the bottom of the red hot 
marl of hell. Let there be called a peace con- 
vention for 1892, with delegates sent by all the 
decent governments of Christendom, and 
while they are in session if you should 
some night go out and look into 
the sky above the exposition buildings 
you may find that the old gallery of 
crystal, that was taken down alter the Bethle- 
hem anthem of eighteen centuries ago was 
sung out, is rebuilt again in the clouds, and 
the same angelic singers are returned with the 
same librettos of light to chant “Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, good will 
to men.’ . 

Again, I suggest in regard tothe world’s 
fair that, while appropriate places are pre- 
pared for all foreign exhibits, we make no 
room for the importation of foreign vices. 
America has enough of its own, and we need 
no new installments of that kind. A 
world’s fair will -.bring all kinds of 
people, good and bad. The good we must 
prepare to welcome, the bad we must 
prepare to shun. The attempt will again be 
made in 1892, as in 1876, to break up our 
American Sabbath, That attempt was made 
at the Philadelphia Centennial, but was de- 
feated. The American Sabbath is the best 
kept Sabbath on earth. We do not want it 
broken down, and substituted in the place 
thereof the Brussels Sabbath, the Vienna 
Sabbath, the St, Petersburg Sabbath or any of 
the foreign Sabbaths, which are no Sabbaths 
atall. I think the Lord is more than gene- 
rous in asking only fifty-two days out of the 
365 for his service. You let the Sabbath go 
and with it will go your Bible, and after that 
your liberalities, and your children or your 
grand children will be here in America under 
a despotism as bad us in those lands where 
they turn the Lord’s Day into wassail and 
frolic. 

Among those who come there will be, as at 
other expositions, lordly people who will bring 
their vices with them. Among the dukes and 
duchesses and princes and princesses of other 
lands are some of the best men and women of 
all the earth. Remember Ear! of Kintore, 
Lord Cairns and Lord Shaftesbury. But there 
is a snobbery and flunkeyism in Ameriéan so 
ciety that runs after a grandee, a duke, a lord 
or a prince though he may be a walking lazar 
etto and his breath a plague. It makes the 
fortune of some of our queens of society to 
dance one cotillion with one of these princely 
lepers. Some people cannot get their bat off 
quick enough when theysee such a foreign 
lord approaching, and they do not care for the 
mire into which they drop their knees as 
they bow to worship. Let no _ splen- 
dor of pedigree or any pomp and parapher- 
nalia of circumstance make him attractive. 
There is only one set of ten commandments 
that I ever heard of, and no class of men or 
women in all the world are excused from obe- 
dience to those laws written by finger of light- 
ning onthe granite surface of Mount Sinai. 
Surely we have enough American vices with- 
out making any drafts upon European vice for 
1892. 

By this sermon I would have the nation 
wake aware of its opportunity and get ready 
to improve it, and of some perils and get ready 
to combat them. I rejoice to believe that the 
advantages will overtop everything in that 
world’s fair. What an introduction to each 
other of communities, of states, of republics, of 
ewpires, of zones, of hemispheres ! What doors 
of information will be swung wide open for the 
boys and girls now on the threshold! What 
national and international education! What 
crowning of industry with sheaves of grain, 
and what imperial robing of a with em- 
broidered fabrics! What scientific apparatus! 
What telescopes for the infinitude above and 
microscopes for the infinitude beneath, and in. 
struments to put nature to the torture until 
she tells her t secret! Whata display of 
the munificence of the God who has grown 
enough wheat to make a loaf of good bread 
large enough for the human race, and enough 
cotton to stocking every foot, and enough tim 
ber to shelter every head, making it manifest 
that it is not God’s fault, but either man’s o 
pression or indolence or dissipation if there be 
any without supply. : 

Under the arches of the chief building of 
that exposition let capital and labor, too long 
estranged, at last be married, each taking the 
hand of each in pledge of eternal fidelity. while 
representations of all nations stand round re- 
joicing at the nuptials, and saying: ‘“*What 
God hath joined together let no man put 
asunder.’ Then shall the threnody of the 
needlewoman be no longer heard: 


Work, work, work 
Till the brain begins to swim; 
Work, work, work 
Till the eyes are heavy and dim, 
Seam and gusset and band, 
Band and gusset and scam, 
Till over the buttons I fall asleep, 
And sew them on in a dream. 


O, Christian America! Make ready for the 

andest exposition ever seen under the sun! 
Fiave Bibles enough bound. Have churches 
enough established. Have scientific halls 
enough endowed. Have printing presses 
enough set cs Haye revivals of religion 
enough in full blast. I believe you will} 
‘“*Hosanna to the Son of David! Blessed is he 
that cometh iu the uame of the Lord .

Mahone In Poetry and Prose. 

Before General Mahone had developed the 
'baser side of his nature, one of Virginia’s 
poets, James Barron Hope, wrote a ringing 
bit of verse entitled ‘*Mahone’s Brigade.” 

The poet had a good theme, for Mahone 
and his men were bloody fighters, and it 
was only natural that Mr. Hope, in his stir- 
ring rhymes, should make the most of his 
subject. 

But General Mahone and his friends have 
madea mistake in circulating this poem as 
a certificate of character. The Virginia 
democrats promptly recollected that Mr. 
Hope wrote prose as well as poetry, and they 
went to work and unearthed one of his edi- 
torials which completely wiped out the 
Mahone lyric. 

Just at present the Virginians think more 
of Mr. Hope’s prose than they do of his poe- 
try—it gives the writer's later and more 
serious views, and makes a very good cam- 
paign document. When the poet got down 
to the level of plain English he did not hesi- 
tate to say that Mahone was as dangerous as 
Catiline, Jack Cade or Pescara—‘“‘proud, 
greedy, cruel, without religion and without 
humanity.’’ He denounced him for array- 
ing class against class, and race against 
race, without the apology of fanaticism or 
plea of insanity, and appealed to all honest 
and God-fearing men to rebuke the mad 
ambition of one who was determined to rule 
or ruin. 

It goes without saying that this sort of 
talk has more gum in it than a ton of Jump- 
ty-tum drum and trumpct verses. Poetry 
is all very well in its way, but a little red 
hot prose knocks it out every time. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement says 
that for the week ending last Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 245,374 bales, 
against 191,833 bales last week and 136,348 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
718,173 bales, against 493,499 bales for the 
same period of 1888, showing an increase 
since September 1, 1889, of 224,674 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
181,608 bales, of which 89,928 were to 
Great Britain, 47,639 to France and 44,041 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
332,409 bales.. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 2,214 bales, including 
139 for export, and 2,075 for consumption. 
Of the above 67 bales were to arrive. 

The importsinto continental ports have 
been 7,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 181,270 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1888, adecrease 
of 516,469 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1887, and a decrease of 
119,444 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have incseased 
during the week 25,772 bales, and are 24,962 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
11,958 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are 50,069 bales more than for 
the same time in 1888, 

The total receipts from the plantations

“A SHOW OF SIN. | 
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THE SERMON PREACHED BY Dh, 
HAWTHORNE YESTERDAY. 


The First Baptist Church Crowded—How 
the Sinners of the World Should be Ex- 
hibited. oe" 


Nosuch congregation was ever known in 
the history of the First Baptist church as that 
which gathered yesterday morning to welcome Dr. 
Hawthorne back as pastor. 

By 10:30 o’clock every seat in the church was oc- 
cupled. People continued to pour in, and beiore 
the service began the aisles were blocked with chairs 
placed so close together that it was impossible to 
get in or out. 

The church was unadorned save fora table bear- 
ing an immense mass of flowers immédiately in 
front of the desk and two huge vases filled with 
blossoms on the platform. The musie,jwhich was 
oe arrenged for the occasion, was magni fi- 
cent. r. O’Donnelly devoted a a part of his 
time to the perfection of the mem of the choir 
in their parts,and the result showed that every 
member was determined to exeel any church music 
ever heard in Atlanta before. 

Rev. Dr, J. & illiam Jones oceupied a seat on the 
latform with Dr, Hawthorne and offered a beauti- 

ul prayer, in which he thanked the Almighty for 
having brought their beloved pastor and brother 

back. He also prayed that strength might be given 

Dr. Hawthorne to continus his good work, that he 

might have power in the pulpit and the pastorate, 

ve the work of the bord might prosper in his 
ands, 

A rustle of expectancy ran through the vast con- 
gregation when Dr, Hawthorne aroge to deliver his 
first sermon. He took for the subject of his dis- 
course, Pau), at Athens, when “His spirit moved 
within bim when hesaw the city wholly given 
over to idolatry.”” He said thatit St, Paul was on 
earth to-day he would Stand without a peer among 
his fellows. Noman of this generation could meas- 
ure up to him in eloquence, courage, singleness and 
lo{tiness of purpose. Dr. Hawthorne then described 
the Athens of those days, the perfection of 
the arts, and the wonderfully gifted men who lived 
there when St. Paul's spirit was moved because they 
were wholly given over to idolatry. He said that 
none of these things made any impression onj St. 
Paul; in his epistle to the Thessclonians there was 
not a syllable to indicate that be felt any other feel~ 
ing than pity for the idolatrous people. After pay- 
ing a tribute to Paul's bravery in condemning evil, 
he said that Paul’s example was an excellentone to 
follow. ‘There is a sentiment among us,’’ he said, 
‘to  ~=— glorify the ty pical modern patriot 
who cries out, this is the bountiful 

and ofthe freeand proclaims that oursis a gov- 
ernnient of the people, fur the people and by the 

eople. No thoughtful man will deny the absurd- 
y of the statement, no honest man will dare say it 
ilstrue of the government asit is now adminis- 
tered,’ 

After describing the rotten condition of the way 
elections are worked at the present time and the 
corruption of the ballot, he spoke of exhibitions. 
They were excellent things for the country, “If 
it were possible,’’ he continued, ‘1 would favor an 
exposition of a different character, I would gather 
together ali thQemoral leprosy in grounds twenty 
times as large as the Picdmont. I would fill them 
with whoremongers, gamblers, harlots, thieves and 
duelists, and then I would say to the peopie come 
and see the sin of your nation.”’ 

Dr. Hawthorne then wished for the 
John the Bapttst, to stay the people in t 
edness. 

“You have called me back to renew the work I 
left seven monthsage. The call was not limited to 
the First Baptist church. It came from all the 
churches in this great city of 80,000 people: You 
have done this after five years’ experience of me 
and with a full knowledge of my methods, You 
must allow me to be true to my principles. ' My spirtt 
is stirred within me today asi look out, not by the 
national progress, but by the appalling and mourn 
ful spectacle of sin, vice and crime, You must allow 
me to tell people of their sins and to point them to 
the only refuge provided by God, While I shall not 
fail to tell them of their sins, J will be just as faith - 
ful to tell them there is a balimin Gilead and a doc- 
tor there with powers of healing. 

In conclusion Dr. Hawthorne said thas if he 
could go down to his grave comforted with the 
knowledge that he had saved some sinners he 
would be comfortedand cheered by the certainty 
that on the other side of the river he would be re- 
ceived with the words, “well done, thou good and 
faithful servant; thou hast bc @1 faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee master over many things.” 

The evening services were equally as beautiful as 
the morning; Dr. Morrison offe ed the prayer and 
Dr. Hawthorne preached auother stirring sermon, 
The music was exquisite.

Talk With a Kentuckian Who Has Located 
in Georgia. 

ADAIRSVILLE, Ga., October] 6.—[Special. 
The letters from Ohio for the past few weeks have 
been read with interest by our people. Principally 
for the reason ghat we think we have as fine farm- 
ing country and stock farms as our northern sister. 
All we need is more attention to the stock. We 
called on Mr. E. H. Penn a day or two ago for some 
points on stock raising in this section. 

Mr. Penn came here from Kentucky three years 
ago and wentintothe furniture and undertaking 
business. He soon saw the adaptability of our 


countay for stock raising even better than his former - 


home. He quietly went to work on a small lot, 
bought thoroughbred stock and now has a fiue col< 
lection. Just a few figures will tell what he is do- 
ing better than anything else: Olgam, a Duroe 
Jersey sow from Camden, Ohio, had ber fourth 
litter in two years. Slic now weighs over 400 
pounds. Her pigs have retted Mr. Penn $300.80; 
still two on hand that he has refused $20 each for, 
She has now seven pigs that are worth $10 each at 
six weeks old. When quite young, Olgam sold for 
$35. Another, Victorine, cost $35 from the same farm 
as Olgam. Ten of her pigs sola to one man for $50 
at six weeks. Stonebroker. He was bought from 
one of the best stock men of Iiinols; cost $16 at 
nine weeks, He is now sixteen months old and 
weighs 525 pounds. Hecovld not be bought for 
£100. Poland China hogs run along about the 
same. His cows are Holstein and Jersey. In a 
short time this farm will be better equipped than 
at present, for the want of room, Mr. Penn has had 
to iease a Jarger farm, He hasclosed a trade for 
the Deering farm for auumber of years. This 
farm, like many others here, is well watered and 
adapted to stock raising. A notice 
of the stock would be incomplete  with- 
out a mention of bis fowls. The 
Wyandott seems to be his fayorite. From fifteen 
hens last spring he sold 830.50 worth of eggs, besides 
chickens at three dollars per pair. Ali the stock on 
this farg is registered. This is a move in the right 
ditection. When the dairy is under headway at no 


short time we witl have other farms like this. |

What Some of Our Exchanges Have to Say 
—The Committee of Conference. 
From the Augusta, Ga,, Chronicle. 

The resolutions providing for a committee of 
conference with the lessees of the Wesiern and At. 
lantic railroad bave passed both houses. 

The Chronicle commends the action of the legis 
lature, but this very thing should have been done 
two months ago. 

A prompt and thorough investigation of the claims 
of the lessees should be meade by the com- 
mittee. Their report should set forth all the facts 
with a recommendation to the legislature for 
a settlement of the matters in dispute. 

The committee, after a full investigation, can 
suggest @ method of adjustment of the claims of 
the lessees, whereby the delivery of the road and 
fits equipment in its present condition can be 
secured at the termination of the lease, 

Whatever the lessees are entitled to for the money 
expended in bringing the road up to its present ex- 
cellent condition and whatever the extra rolimg 
stock is worth, if it is needed, they should receive 
from the state.

the road, 
Do What Is Right.

Both houses of the legislature have voted 
favorably upon she resolutions providing for a coms» 
mittee of conference with the lessees of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. A committee will donotlers 
be appointed at once to take the subject matter un- 
der consideration. 

This action of the general assembly is wise and 
proper. Anything less than this would have been 
unbusiness-like and discourteous to the icssees, 
Now let the just and intelligent public sentiment of 
the state urge upon the commitiee the importance 
of prompt, thorough and honest investigation, with 
a report of all the facts. And after the capable and 
honest committeemen who represent the 
people in this matter have concluded 
their investigations, let them submit some recom- 
mendation or suggestion of some method whereby 
the matter may be speedily adjasted or settled. in 
order that the road and its equipment in its present 
excellent condition may be delivered promptly at 
the termination of the lease. 

We have seen no-reason as yet to change the 
view, that in simple justice, there should be some 
sort of compensation from the state to the lessees 
who have returned its property increased many fold 
in value and equipment, and certain to command & 
higher rentalthan ever before in all its history. 
But the committee will doubtless be wise. What» 
ever is right should be done fully and fearlessly. 

Looking tothe Equities.

The legislature has appointed a committee 
to confer with thelessees of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, and reeeive from them a statemeut set- 
ting forth thelr claims for betterments, This is tan-

selves to any alleged claim against the state. Now, 
however, that the general assembly has boldly and 
properly underiaken the investigation in a spirit of 
fairness and equity, we hope that promptness and 
thoroughness may be combined, and that the legis- 
lative committee will reportall the facts, and also 
that a recommendation or suggestion will be made 
by the committee to the g-neral assembly of some

WAR EXPERIENCES. 
A Few Incidents Related to a Beporter by 
‘Dr. Amos Fox. 

“The first prisoners of war J ever saw taken 
were captured by Terry’s Texas Rangers,’’ re 
marked Dr. Amos Fox toa group of veterans 
who were standing in front of his office on 
Alabama street talking over old times. 

“Tt was at Bowling Green, sometime early 
in ’62, and a whole regiment was captured. 
Not a man, from the ‘commanding officerdown, 
could speak a word of English. They were all 
Germans, and Terry’s cavalry didn’t have 
much trouble in taking them, either. Of all 
the soldiers that I ever saw Terry’s Texas 
Rangers were the handsomest. There were 
about thirteen hundred of them—al!l maguiti- 
cent specimens of physical manhood. They 
were of a dare-devil character, as brave as 
lions, and their appearance was enough to 
startle most anybody. 

“Terry himself was an ideal soldier, six feet 
two, with ap iron gray beard that gave his face 
a stern expression, though he was really as 
kind as he was brave. He was pretty well ad- 
vanced im years, and his son, who was one of 
the bravest of his soldiers, was killed at Bowi- 
ing Green by a ball from the Germans who 
were captured. ‘The Rangers all wore great 
broad-brimmed wool hats, on the front of 
which was a star, with the word Texas worked 
in the points. Each man carried 4 lasso at the 
pommel! of his saddle, and though I never saw 
them used on the enemy, I have frequently 
seen the Texans manipulate them to advan- 
tage in catching hogs and the like.

‘The first man I ever saw shot,’’ continued 
the doctor, ‘“‘was the brother of our secretary, 
John Edwards. That was at Bowling Green, 
too, and he wasshot by one of his own com- 
mand, accidentally. You see Edwards and 
some others were going on picket duty, and 
in climbing a rail tence one of their muskets 
went off, the ball striking Edwards in the leg. 
He was pretty vans & wounded, and was taken 
to Augusta, where he finally recovered. As 
soon as he was well enough he joined Morgan’s 
cavalry, and in that also fate seemed to 
against him, for the very first time he went out 
with Morgan he was shot and killed.

‘‘E had a very narrow escape from being cap- 
tured down near Jonesboro,” said Colonel L.P. 
Thomas. ‘‘In fact I was already 
captured, bat succeeded in mak- 
ing my escape. I was taken very sick while 
with my command around Atlanta, and as I 
could be of no possible service, went down to 
my father-in-law’s plantation, near Jonesboro. 
Nothing in that part of the country had been 
disturbed upto that time, and there was an 
abundance of everything. My wife and child 


were staying there, and under careful treat- | 


ment Isoon became able to go about a little. 
There was a long grassy lane leading 
from the house down to my father’s 
mill, and near by it was the spring. Once 
when I was down there I met a scout—one of 
the independent confederates who made it their 
business to keep the people informed as ‘o the 
movement of the yankees. Well, he told me 
one evening that the yankees were comin 
that way, and that both of us ha 
better make some arrangements about 
etting away. I was to meet 
im at the spring early the next morning, and 
if the time had arrived we were toset out at 
once for our lines. I gotupat break of day 
and found the scout waiting at the spring for 
me. 
come, for we could catch glimpses of the blue 
coats through the woods about a half mile 
away. Itold him thatI would run back to 
the house and tell iny wife good byc; then we 
would be off. I bhadn’t got more than half 
way up the lane, when I fairly ran against a 
yankee officer, He saw my uniform, and of 
course I was a prisoner in less time than it 
takes totellit. Iu an instant I determined 
that I would die before I would be taken away 
a prisoner. I had often told my men this, and 
my mind was nade up tolive wp to it. The 
yankee treated me as civilly as conld 
be expected, but kept me a close prisoner. He 
was armed, but I didn’t haye even a pocket 
knife, and I soon saw that [ wouldghave to 
bide my time. When we got to the honse it 
was surrounded by yankees, and the whole 
place was in there hands. I asked the yankee 
to let me go in the house and bid my wife 
good-bye, but he was stubborn and 
would not give hi consent. Finally 
I told bim I was going anyhow, for 
him to put himself in my place that he 
couldn’t make me believe I would treat him 
as he was using me. With thatI stepped to— 
ward the door of my wife’s room, the yankee 
following me at some distance, but not inter- 
fering. I told my wife not to worry about me, 
and in bidding her good bye pressed my gold 
watch and what money I had in her hand. 
Then I went out among the yankees again, all 
the time thinking of some plan by which to 
escape. =e yankee kept right with me all 
the time. Finally I saw a horse standing 
close by, and I said aloud, ‘I guess I’)l just rig 
that horse up so I can ride when you take me 
away.’ With that I began looking for a 
bridle, asking the soldiers and 
climbing upon wagons, until I 
saw my chance, suddenly I jumped 
down and got that house between me and my 
guard. Assoon as I had done thisI made a 
dash to get behind a corner of the house, 
which I did amid a shower of bullets. Then 1 
jumped several fences and got in some tall 
grass, which hid me from view. The alarm 
was given, and in a few minutes I 
could see the yankees hunting through 
the house and ransacking the wood house and 
every other possible place of concealment. I 
afterward learned that they were about to 
burn the house ii I was not given up, when 
some one saw me crossing a field about a half 
mile away. They then gave up the search and 
started in pursuit, firing all the time. I saw 
they would likely atch or _ shoot 
me, and s0 entered a little skirt 
of woods. I quickly pulled off my shoes, and 
after burying them where they would not be 
found, climbed up to the top ofa large tree, 
from which I could see my wife’s room and 
the movements of my pursuers. They actual- 
ly gotunder my tree,and looked all about 
without discovering me. Pretty soon after 
they put me outof my misery by giving up 
the search, the head of a column 
of artillery made its appearance, 
coming down the road toward Jonesboro. It 
was a detachment of the yankee army and it 
took them a good while to pass. They were so 
close that I could easily hear the men talking, 
in an ordinary tone, and I remember hearing 
two soldiers quarrelling about a knife 
trade as they went by my _ tree. 
After the yankee column passed 
I got down out of the tree, 
and after several little adventures succeeded 
in getting up with General Ross’s army. Put 
I was anxious to get to my command, and im- 
inediately put out for Atlanta,and got there in 
time to take command of my regiment and re- 
turned to Jonesboro to take partin the fight. 
It was a pretty close call, bat [had my mind 
ee up that I would never be taken away 
ve.””
